Hi, it’s that time of year again. Hope you had a wonderful garden 
this last summer, and may you have a better one this year. Ours took 
off and grew like mad after it once got started. We had a cold spell 
early in spring that held them back a little, but the dahlias seemed to 
put on an extra effort after that. So did the weeds. If we could train our 
visitors to grab a handful of weeds as they go along we’d be real happy. 
We’re hurrying around trying to get catalogue put together, the mailing 
list typed, help cut dahlias and generally in a dither as usual. We’ve 
forgotten what it’s like to have nice, calm and collected days. 


Did we see you in the garden this summer? Hope so, it’s so much 
nicer to pick them out while they are in bloom. We put their names and 
prices on the stakes at start of each variety so you can windowshop. 
We noticed a great many people brought out their out-of-town friends to 
show them how beautiful the flowers are. Glad you like them. Come on 
back, We try to be here, but sometimes have to take a day off or go 
nuts. You’re still welcome to look. Just watch your children so they 
don’t get hurt. We love our dogs and cats, but they might not like get- 
ting their tails pulled. 


We’ve tried to change our descriptions as to size and type. If you 
enter your dahlias in a local show they will usually use the American 
Dahlia Society classification book, if they aren’t entered in the proper 
class they are usually disqualified, Some of those listed as Stc..or Fd. 
just don’t conform to these classifications here, They will be inclined 
to be IC. or ID., but we can’t change them. Perhaps in another climate 
they will behave properly. If there’s too much difference we just quit 
growing them to avoid confusion. If you’ve bought a classification list 
you'll notice a lot of these aré not listed. Some have been listed in 
former years so we can check back, others have originated in places 
that didn’t register them, so we check all available catalogues and use 
the classification they all agree on. Makes a lot of extra work, but will 
make those who enter shows happier. Hope you win all the blue ribbons 
in sight. 


The ‘‘AA’?’ for extra large is not an official classification, but helps 
pick out those that get extra big without too much urging. Most ‘‘A’”’ 
dahlias will produce terrific blossoms with a little extra care and dis- 
budding, so the ‘‘AA’’ is just to show the natural habit. 


We had the catalogue all typed out, got to looking back and noticed 
we’d put ‘‘good stems’’ on the biggest share of them. What the heck, 
they’ve all got good stems, we don’t keep them if they haven’t. So very 
carefully changed the whole list and just left class, size, height, color, 
and price. Nothing like changing your mind. We have a couple dahlias 
that are exceptions to this rule about good stems, but haven’t listed 
them, There are some dahlias that have such a different color, or 
shape, that people keep buying them regardless of stem, so keep them 
in yard so visitors can see the stems. 


Have lots of varieties we haven’t listed, as sold too many in the 


yard, If you have something in particular you wanted you might ask 
about it, might have a spare. 


We’ve tried to keep up with our friendly letters and answer them all, 
but oh me, things get out of hand, Excuse us if we didn’t answer yours, 
we loved getting them. Incidentally if you try to call us during the big 
rush we might not answer. You can’t answer a phone with half a dozen 
customers waiting, it might be someone who wants to talk for an hour. 
Try again after dark, you’ll have better luck. 

Good luck with your garden, hope we have the dahlias you want. 
Will see you in the garden, we hope. 


VISITORS WELCOME 


If you get to Seattle be sure to look us up. The field’s worth a 
trip out to see. One trip is worth a dozen catalogues, the descriptions 
can’t do them justice. 


Come out First Ave. South. Cross new Duwamish bridge, keep on 
First Ave. South. At bottom of hill the pavement goes up Myers Way, 
stick with the pavement, it turns back to First Ave. South at top. 
When you get as far as 128th (it’s paved, too) and First South, turn 
left. We are between Third Ave. and Fourth Ave. South on 128th. 
If the flowers are blooming (about the middle of August) you can’t 
miss us. Everything is labeled with name and price, wear your old 
shoes and window-shop all you please. We’ll be seeing you. 


CUTFLOWERS 


Try this for longer-lasting bouquets. Boil the tips of stems for 30 
seconds, then place in water of bath temperature. Allow water to cool 
before removing flowers and arranging in usual cool water. Wrap 
paper around blooms while in warm water to protect blooms. Use a 
sharp knife to cut stems to prevent bruising which shuts out water. 
If you re-cut stems, seal the new cut with boiling water again. 
Dahlias ooze a milky substance which prevents water from going up 
stem unless sealed. A little practice will show you that dahlias keep 
as well as any other garden flower in bouquets.

DESCRIPTIONS 


Following the name of each larger variety here, the classification 
is first given. Next the key letter (AA-A-B) to give the general size 
of bloom. Last the general height of bush, T-Tall, M-Medium, S-Short. 


Key Letter Following the Classification 


AA—will produce blooms 10” or more. 

A—will produce blooms from 8” to 10”. 

B—will produce blooms 4” to 8”. 

Min—Miniature. Blooms under 4’”_various heights to plants. 


Special culture will increase the size of blooms, but these are 
normal sizes. 


Bi-Color and Variegated Varieties 


Almost all bi-color and .variegated varieties have tendency to 
throw sports reverting to solid color, usually darkest color. We label 
those that are solid in our rows, but can’t guarantee that there won’t 
be some sports among those that are okay in our rows the previous 
season. 


CLASSIFICATIONS 


FD—Formal Decorative. Fully double flowers, uniform broad petals 
either pointed or rounded at tips. 


ID—Informal Decorative. Fully double flowers with margins of floral 
rays slightly or not at all revolute. Generally long, twisted or 
pointed, irregular in arrangement. 


SC—Semi-cactus. As name suggests, petals revolute for less than 
half their length. 


STC.— Straight cactus. Petals straight and revolute for half or more 
of their length. 


IC—Incurved cactus. Fully double flowers with margins of petals 
revolute for half or more of their length, and tips curving 
toward center of flower. 


Ball—Fully double, ball shaped. Petals either quilled, round or blunt 
at tips. 


Single—One row of petals with a definite disc in center. 


Col—Collarette. Like a single, but has a tiny row of petaloids around 
center, like a collar. 

Anemone—Open-centered flower, with the tubular disc florets elon- 
gated, forming a pincushion effect. One row of petals around 
cushion. 

Mignon—Single dahlias, the plants of which approximate eighteen 
inches in height. 

Peony—Open-centered flowers with two to five rows of ray florets 
with or without the addition of smaller floral rays around 
disc. 


VARIETIES OFFERED and RECOMMENDED 


These all have good stems, some longer than others, but all strong 
enough to hold flowers well. The Stc., IC., SC., are all good cut- 
flowers. The smaller sizes in FD,, and ID., cut well also. Extra large 
varieties in FD., and ID., are usually grown for show and garden dis- 


plays only.

In the 
remote case of a variety proving untrue to name, a replacement will 
be made the following spring. Any root considered unsatisfactory by 
the customer will be replaced or a refund sent on its return. Some 
varieties are slower to sprout out than others so please give them a 
chance. Do not try to force them to sprout, they will make a sprout 
when they are ready unless the eye has been broken out by too much 
handling. Some varieties make much smaller tubers than others, 
please don’t judge them by size. We prefer the smaller roots for 
planting, but some customers are afraid they aren’t as sturdy. A too 
large root is inclined to make new roots at end of mother root instead 
of at crown. If you have roots that are too large, cut off about 
two-thirds, reserving the end with crown, dip in sulphur and plant. 
Much better crop of new roots will result. 


No further obligations than the amount paid for the root is 
assumed under this guarantee.
